But our heavenly Fa- 
ther is the original contriver and author of all mi- 
sery, according to Calvinism. How a perfectly 
wise, benevoleat, happy, and holy God, who has 
an infinite hatred to sin and misery, and infinitely 
loves holiness and happiness, should delight to pa- 
nish, with everlasting misery, the far greater part 
of the human family, is too paradoxical for me to 
reconcile with reason and Scripture, and the infi- 
nity of all bis periections. An inspired prophet 
informs us, that out ot bis mouth proceedeth not 
evil and good; but that he is boly io all his ways, 


aud righteous in eli his works. And I must con- 
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tural, and more honourable to the character of 
Jebovab, to grant everlasting salvation to all. 

Calvinists will grant, that there is wisdom and 
power sufficient in the Almighty to save the whole, 
but he is defective in benevolence. Universalists 
contend, that God’s benevolence is equally as in- 
finite as his power.and wisdom, and that it is as im- 
possible for him to be partial and malevolent, as it 
is for him to be ignorant or weak. And as his in- 
finite wisdom, power, and benevolence, are exer- 
cised in unison, in the salvation of one soul, he 
cannot be benevolent to that, and malevolent to 
another, without destroying his own essential per- 
fections. As all have sinned, it would appear like 
partiality or injustice to save a few, and damn the 
rest. But Calvinists will plead, to establish their 
partial scheme, that, as Jehovah has permitted phy- 
sical and moral evil to exist in our world fora 
time, consistently with his infinite benevolence, he 
may continue it to all eternity, for any thing we 
know to the contrary. I acknowledge, we ought 
to speak and write about what our Maker can or 
cannot do, with the greatest reverence. But from 
the infinity of all bis attributes, we may justly in- 
fer, that it is impossible he should do wrong. As 
he is too wise to be deceived in the proper choice 
of means suitable to accomplish his end, and too 
powerful to be controlled or disappointed, so he is 
too good to be partial, unjust, or cruel, and that it 
appears he really would be, if sin and misery were 
not totally destroyed. 


The grand end the Almighty Creator had in 
creating man, was undoubtedly worthy of the ma- 
jestic Author; and as the orthodox catechism 
reads, “the chief end of man is to glorify God, 
and enjoy him forever” But according to Cal- 
vinism, the chief end of most men, is to dishonour 


God, and be banished to misery for ever. While 
Universalism teaches, “though he visits their trans- 
gressions with a rod, and their iniquities with 
stripes, yet his loving kindness he will not take 
away. Whom he loveth he chasteneth, and scour- 
geth every son whom he receiveth. He retaineth 
not his anger for ever, because he delighteth in 
mercy.” 

A wise and prudent earthly parent treats his nu- 
merous family, while minors, as under a state of 
discipline, confers honour on the dutiful and obe- 
dient, and punishes the obstinate and rebellious 
In such manner does our heavenly Father act to- 
ward the whole human family. He keeps up the 
dignity, benevolence, and justice of his govern- 
ment, in correcting the rebellious, and conferring 
favours on the obedient. Some of his offspring 
may require longer and more severe correction 
than o-bers, but will ultimately conquer them all. 
This Jehn saw in vision, and proclaimed to the 
world, tbat “every creature in heaven, on the earth, 
under the earth, and those in the -ea, and all 
things that are in them united, and said, Blessing, 
and honour, avid glory, be unto him that sitteth on the 
throue, and unto the Lamb for ever and ever. — 


The apostle, in this prophetic language, has Preach. 
ed the funeral knell of Calvinism, and the glorions 
doctrine of the restitution of all things, spoken of 
by all the prophets.

I would ask, What right or authority has this, or 
any other writer to say, that the Saviour demands 
people to commit property into the bands of men, 
to carry into effect their expensive and ambitious 
plans. Christ directed the young man to sell bis 
property and give to the poor, and the apostle 
made collections in the churches for the poor 
saints at Jerusalem ; but no where in all the New- 
Testament can an instance be produced, that 
either Christ or the apostles required people to 
give them money, or made collections to assist in 
the promulgation of the gospel. Wher Jesus 
Christ sent forth his disciples to preach, he furnish- 
ed them with no money, nor did he ever repre- 
sent it as necessary to promote the kingdom of

ity—the missionary from Serampore makes his 
appeal to all that is Christian in the United States ; 
and present appearances indicate, that this appeal 
will not be made in vain.” 

This surely is a very high wrought appeal. But 
is it a fact, that these missionaries are as disinter- 
estedly zealous for the salvation of those “ pooi 
heathens” as they pretend ? I think every candid 
person, that will take the trouble to compare their 
professions and their conduct, mu say, 
They inform us, that a “ native brother and his

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family may live comfortably for sixty-five dollars 
a year ; but a missionary, with a thousand doliars 
a year, will often find himself straitened.” This 
vasi difference in expeuse, must arise from the ex- 
travagavt living and attendance of the foreign 
missionary, which the native brother lives com- 
fortably without. 

Mrs Harriet Newell, that missionary martyr, 
about whom there bas been so mueh said in this 
part of the country, has given the most particular 
and candid account of the magnificence of the 
buildings, and the voluptuous manner in which 
the missionaries at Serampore live, that I have 
seen. It ought to be noted, that the missionaries 
have purchased a large real estate at Calcutta and 
Serampore, and it seems that Dr. Carey has a 
house at each place. Mrs. Newell, in her ac- 
eount, says: 

“ Yesterday afternoon we left the vessel, and 
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great benefit arising to the “ poor heath 
dren,” from the schools which these mi 
have set up; and especially from Dr. and Mrs 
Marshman’s And there has been societies foreed 
of little children, in this couutry, for the Purpose 
of raising money to assist in defraying the aes 
ses of these schools; and so infatuated have 8 
number of parents been, within my acemaintanre 
i that they have considered all their smai| Childrs - 
even those not a year old, as members of this my 
ciety, bad their names enrolled, and actually paid 
from half a cent to a cent a week, to assist in ede 
ucating those poor Hindoo children. Now let ys 
hear what Mrs. Newell says about these schools 
and no friend to missionaries can dispute 
statement. In speaking of them, she says: 
“ Mr. and Mrs. Marshman have large stool; of 
English and balf English children—aboui eic 
in both scaools.

Calcutta houses are 
bailt almost entirely of stone ; they are very large 
aadairy. Dr. Carey's house appeared like a pal- 
ace tous: he keeps a large number of Hindoo 
servants. We were affectionately received by 
the good Dr. Carey at his mansion at Caicutta, 
and treated with the greatest hospitality. Imagine 
to yourself a large stone house, with six lofty spa- 
eious keeping and lodging rooms, and the same 
aumber of unimproved rooms below,—such is the 
building. Imagine a small bald-headed man of 


sixty ; such is the one whose name will be re- 


membered to the latest generation. He is now 
advanced to a state of honour, with six thousand 
dollars a year. We accepted his invitation to visit 
the mission family at Serampore—took a boat, 
and at eleven the next evening reached the hap- 
py dwelling of these friends of Immanuel. Here 
peace and plenty dwell, and we almost forget 
that we are in a land of pagan darkness. This is 
the most delightful place Lever saw. Here the 
missionaries enjoy all the comforts of life. Ser- 
vanis are numerous. The mission-house consists 
of four large commodiods buildings, Dr. Carey's, 
Dr. Marshman’s, Mr. Ward’s, and the common 
house. In the last, we are accommodated with 
two large spacious rooms, with every convenience 
we could wish: it has eight rooms on the floor, 
the two above-mentioned, with two other lodging 
rooms, the dining-hall, a large elegant chapel, and 
two large libraries. The garden is large, and 
much more elegant than any I ever saw in Amer- 
ica.” 

Now if the sole object of these missionaries 
had been honour and self-aggrandizement, could 
they have pursued any other course that would 
have gained them so much popularity, and ena- 
bled them to wallow in such luxury and pride? It 
appears to me, there needs but the bare recital of 
the facts, to prove their motives to every candid 
thinking person.

Miss Susan Marsh- 

man, of fourteen, is studying Latin, Greek, and 

Hebrew.” She says, “there is a charity school 
close by Dr. Carey's, in Calcutta, supported by 

subscription, managed by the Baptist missionarie:, 
consisting of about one hundred Portuguese chil- 
dren.” And do the people of this country, who 
have given their money to educate the poor hea- 
then children in India, indeed know, that such 
are the great missionary schools there, and that 
not one heathen child belongs to them ? Yet this 
surely was the case when Mrs. Newell was there; 
for although she says that the Hindoos were as 
thick as bees, aud gives a particular account of (he 
schools, and what kind of children com; sed 
them, yet she says not one word about a Hindoo 
or heathen child belonging to any of them, which 
she surely would, had that been the fact. Pray, 
what has embroidery, working muslin, studying 
Latin, Greek, or Hebrew, to do wiih Curistian- 
izing the heathen ? 

And now let me ask, in the face of modest can- 
dour, whether missionaries, living in sucb princely 
style in the midst of a heathen land, and receiv-

Note bythe Editors—To cap the climax of the 
proceedings of the three famous missionaries at 
Serampore, it n0W remains for us to state, from in- 
oemation lately obtained, that Carey, Marshman, 
and Ward, have, by a solemn act, pronounced 
ihemselves disconnected from, and independent of 
the Society in England ; and declared the premises 
4 Serampore to be their own exclusive property.— 
They have cut off all the other missionaries from 
ay participation with them ; four of whom have 
jormed a separate union at Calcutta, styled, the 
Misionary Society, auxiliary to the parent Society 
in England. This surprising procedure has excited 
ceneral disgust among the other Baptist mission- 
aries, and must astonish every one who hears of it. 
lis well known, that the premises, as well as 
these missionaries themselves, have been consid- 
ered as the property of the Society in England, 
who have expended thousands, and tens of thou- 
sands, on this splendid establishment, the extent 
and style of which has exceeded the expectations 
of every one who has visited it. It appears to have 
presented a spectacle too tempting to these mis- 
sionaries to be viewed as not their own, and in 
the face of the world they have fully exhibited 
their true character, and put a blot on the plans of 
modern missionaries, which it will be difficult to 
eflece. Sucha proceeding speaks for itself—and 
of the fact the reader need entertain no doubt, 
though but few in this country are apprized of it, 
and those few are disposed to keep it concealed.
